DROP BOMBS AT OSTEND

LONDON. September 26. German a'rships and aero-

planes have again been fty ing along the Belgian and French
coasts, droppi- - g bombs at Ostend'and Boulogue, but no great
damage is reported from either place. They are expected to

venture across the channel soon.

OSTEND, September 26 A German Zeppelin flew

overe the city today and dropped three bombs, causing con-

siderable damage to buildings and created a panic among the

inhabitants. Before the aeroplane corps cuuld get in action

the Zeppelin had disappeared in the clouds. Several aerial

guns centered their fire on the airship, but being far out of

range, she apparently was not hit.

BERLIN, September 26. Announcements of the
war bureau today was that fighting still continues in the

Aisne war theatre. "The German forces are fighting valiantlv

and adyances are reported to the east end today, according

to dispatches from the front. Toward the western end of the'
battle line hard fighting is reported, while the allios are find-

ing it hard to check our forces."
